LONDON, Aug. 30.—There is a strong undercurrent of uneasiness 


in official circles regarding the Turkish situation. The belief is that 
Russia and Prance are systematically weakening Turkey by a policy of 
pin pricks, although no coup is immediately 
intended. The cabinet's 


anxiety to end the Boer war is indicated by semi-weekly proclamations. 
Forty-two of these have already been issued. The anxiety is largely due 
to suspicion of Russian designs and desire to be inreadiness for emergen- 
cies without one arm tied in the Transvaal. It is stated that the Medit- 
erranean squadron was not ordered eastward from Gibraltar, but that 
after joining the channel squadron off Cape St. Vincent for manuevers 
the squadron will make its easterly cruise.

The hottest region on tbe earth's sur- 


face is on the southwestern coast of 
Persia, on the border of the Persian 
gulf. J"or 40 consecutive days in the 
mouths of July aud August the mer- 
cury has been known to stand above 
100 degrees in the shade night and day 
and to run up as high as 130 degrees 
in the middle of the afternoon. 


At Bahrein, in the center of tbe most 


torrid belt, as though it were nature's 
intention to make the place as unbear- 
able as possible, water from wells is 
something unknown. Great shafts have 
been sunk to a depth of 100. 200, 300 
and even 500 feet, but always with the 
same result—no water. This serious 
drawback notwithstanding, a compara- 
tively numerous population contrives 
to live there, thanks to copious springs 
which burst forth from the bottom of 
the gulf more than a mile from the 
shore.

CHANDLER'S LATEST TALK 


On Work Before the Republican Party

• In a recent number of the Independ- 
ent appeared an article hy ex-Senator 
•.William E. 
Chandler prescribing a 


new work for the Republican1 party. 


• Before stating the nature of that

-•mark: "That such a gigantic monop- 
oly should be created or allowed by 
•any statei is a gigantic wrong done to 
-76,000,000 people." 


". The wrong, he explains, -consists in 
."giving power to the monopolists to 
fix any price on the product to the con- 
sumer which they choose to exact and 
any rate of wages to their workmen 
which they choose to force upon their 
helpless victims." 


This prepares the reader for the an- 


nouncement of the new work which 
the Republican party has before it, in 
the opinion of Mr. Chandler. 
That 


work Is "the exercise of legislative 
control over corporation 
organiza- 


tions." 
The legislative 
authority 


must limit the amount of bonds and 
stocks which each corporation may is- 
sue and the amount of business it may 
do. 


The Republican 
party 
will never 


perform such a work. li will not even 
seriously attempt it. 


What Mr. Chandler 
is concerned 


about is the abolition of competition. 
"The ancient and natural law of the 
business world which has protected 
consumers and laborers is to be abol- 
ished in favor of capitalists."

Republican party must rally to the 
rescue of this imperiled natural law. 
This according to Mr. Chandler, is a 
"work worthy of its reputation."

1861. 
Its protective tariffs have been 


for the avowed purpose of defeating 


the operation of that law and it has 
been making its tariffs

The strikers were taken aback consid-' 
erably by the movement, and say it is ' 
wholly unwarranted, for they have so ' 
far not intimidated any one and have 
only used moral suasion. 


John Stevenson, secretary 
of the 


miners' association, was in Canal Do- 
ver to tender the strikers the sympa- 
thy and financial support of the assc- 
ciacion. He also intimated that it is 
possible the president would order a 
strike of miners. Such an order would 
affect about 10,000 men in that section 
of Ohio, embracing all mines included 
in 10 counties. 


Officials of the mills closed by the 


strike claim to be receiving applica- 
tions for work from many former em- 
ployes. 
They believe the announce- 


ment that the mills will be run non 
union has weakened the lines of UVP 
strikers, but this is denied by Amal- 
gamated officials, who say their rar.ks 
are as strong as ever. 


One of the steel officials said a gen 


eral mistake was made as to the time 
it would take .to train inexperienced 
men to operate mill machines. It is 
now determined, he said, to have new 
men placed in positions that will give 
them a chance to learn the skilled 
work, and many of the men who held 
menial positions in the union mills are 
to be taught skilled work. It is as- 
serted that in a few months new men 
will be at work in all the plants now 
Idle. 
The strikers say it v/ill take 


years to accomplish all this. 


Steel officials say reports from all 


the mills of the corporation show 
Steady gains in the force of nonunion 
men. 
The strikers claim to have in- 


duced six nonunion men to desert the 
Star mills and to go back to Chicago. 
Superintendent Piper of the Star plant 
announced that he is nearly ready to 
start up the other mills in the plant, 
and the men now waiting for the im- 
provements to be completed are in 
the mill. In the Painter mills the work 
is progressing smoothly, and no deser- 
tions are reported. New men are be- 
ing secured, though the company of- 
ficials say that Sundays the strikers 
make an active canvass of the homes 
of the men at work and seek to in- 
duce them to remain away from the 
plant. The last two mills in the Pain- 
ter plant were to have been started, 
out was postponed a few days. 


The American Tin Plate company 


has announced that it will start the 
Denimler mills of the company Mon- 
day. Police protection has been asked 
from Mayor Black of McKeesport. 


Perils of Picketing.

Fort Scott. Kan., Aug. 30.—In antic- 


ipation of a serious strike at The Big 
Four coal mines in southeastern Kan- 
sas, the companies have representa- 
tive's here employing guards to pro- 
tect nonunion men or those who re- 
fuse to strike. The feeling is gi owing 
that a majority of the 4,000 men in 
the district will go out Sept. 1. 


Resumption of Glass Works. 


Indianap"olis. Aug. 30.—At a meeting 


between representatives of the vari- 
ous glass interests it was decided that 
the co-operative factories shall re- 
sume work Oct. 15, and the American

At first his weight was 
what might be expected from his in- 
fant years, but presently it began to 
increase and &o went on till the ferry- 
man was like to sink under his burden. 
The child then said: "Wonder not* my 
friend. I aia .Tesus, and you have the 
weight of the sins of the whole world 
on your back." Hence St. Christopher 
is represented carrying the infant Sav- 
iour jicrosa a river with the globe in his 
hand. 


St. Christopher has an interesting 


place in the history of typography in 
consequence of a wood engraving of 
his figure, supposed to be of date about 
1423. being the earliest known example 
of tbat art.

It was about the year 


1851 that Aubrey gave his wonderful 
test of human endurance, before which 
all other attempts of the kind pale 
tato insignificance. Ho was a short, 
heavy set man, 38 years of age, in the 
prime of manhood and strength. His 
business for ten years as a Santa Fe 
trader had made him perfectly fa- 
miliar with the trail and all the stop- 
ping places. He \vas_a perfect horse- 
man, and, although theVe were great 
riders in those days, none of them 
cared to dispute the palm with Au- 
brey. 


On a wager of ?1,000 he undertook 


to~-ride alone from Santa Fe to Inde- 
pendence inside of six days. It was 
•without a thought of fear that he un- 
dertook tlie terrible feat. It was to be 
the supreme effort of his life, and he 
seut half a dozen of the swiftest horses 
ahead, to be stationed at different 
points for use in the ride. lie left 
Santa Fe in a sweeping gallop, and 
that was the pace kept up during near- 
ly every hour of the time until he fell 
fainting from his foam covered horse 
in the square at Independence. No 
man could keep up with the rider, and 
he would have killed every horse in 
the west rather than have failed In the 
undertaking. It took him just G days 
and 10 hours to perform the feat, and 
it cost the lives of several of his best 
horses. 


• 'After being carried into a room in the 
old hotel at Independence Aubrey lay 
for 48 hours in a dead stupor before he 
came to his senses. He would never 
have recovered from the shock had it 
not been for bis wonderful constitu- 
tion. The feat was unanimously re- 
garded by western men as the greatest 
exhibition of strength ' and endurance 
ever known on the plains. 


The ride of Jim Moore, a noted fron- 


tiersman of the pioneer days, is also 
worthy of mention., Moore was a man 
of almost perfect physique. In fact, by 
m'llitary standards be was a model. 
IJe weighed 100 pounds, stonrj a feet 10 
inches, straight as an arrow, with good 
neck well set on his shoulders, small 
. jp»ifit,- but- good loins, and hod the limbs 


Of a thoroughbred. No finer looking 
irym .physically ever rode a broncho 
than Jim Moore. He could run like an 
Indian, was as active as a panther, Jhe 
best" nattired man in the world, but as 
courageous as a lion. 


v,In the early sixties Moore was a pony 
express rider. 
His route was from 


Midway station, half way between 
Fbrt Kearney and Cottonwood Springs, 
to Julesburg, a distance of 140 miles. 
Moore rode the round trip of 280 miles 
once a week. The stations were from 
10 to 14 miles apart, and a fresh horse 
of Spanish blood was obtained at each 
station. There was little delay in these 
changes of horses, as the rider gave the 
"coyote yell" half a mile away, and, 
day or night, the station men had the 
pony ready, fb that the rider had only 
to dismount from one horse and mount 
the other, and with a dig of the spurs 
he was on a run again. Th;s ride of 
140 miles usually was made in 12 hours. 
On each ronte there were two express 
riders, one going each way. As easy as 
it may seem to some for a man to be- 
stride fresh horse after horse for 140 
miles, there were few men able to 
stand up to it. 


Upon the occasion of which I am to 


speak Moore's route partner had been 
ailing, and Moore was anticipating and 
dreading that he might have to double 
the ronte. In this anticipation he real- 
ized that there is a time limit to endur- 
ance, and therefore he gave the bron- 
chos a little more of the steel thaa 
visual and made the trip to Julesburg 
in It hours. •'Arriving at Julesburg, he 
. had his fears confirmed. His partner 
was in bed. 
He bad hoped that he 


might have a few hours for rest, but 
before he had time to dismount and 
stretch his cramped and tired muscles 
the "coyote yell" of the east going rid- 
er was heard. 


He' drank some cold coffee, filled his 


pocket with cold meat and was in the 
saddle again for another 140 mile ride. 
In order to be able to live the route out 
be sent them for all there was in them, 
•ttrith the result that he arrived at Mid- 
way. after having ridden 2SO miles, in 
22 hours from the time he had left 
fiiere. Ben Holliday gave him a gold 
watch and a certificate of his remark- 
able performance. 
Many of the old 


frontiersmen now living knew Moore. 
knewj of bis 280 mile ride in 22 hours 
and bave^ seen the wntcb and certifi- 
tate.— Spirit of the Times.

Atuciii-nii Indian have dt-votcd any 
space to the red mail's Turkish bath, 
an institution homemade, to be sure, 
but a recognised uc-ces>sity In every 
cam]) and a feature of the daily life of 
the Indian. 
On the contrary, com- 


Luc::tators have convoyed the iuipres- 
bion that habits of cleanliness are for- 
eign to the Indian and that he lias an 
inborn aversion to water except ^or 
culinary purpose's. 


By tl:e avidity aud frequency with 


which the Indian indulges in his home 
made Turkish bath lie proi es the fal- 
lacj of this belief and shows that he, 
as 'veil as his white brother, can live 
up to the precept ''Cleanliness is next 
to godliness," only iu the practice the 
Indian puts cloanliiiCPs first. 


Tl:e term Turkish bath is unknown 


to the Indian. lie calls that method of 
ablution a "medicine sweat." It is to 
him a rite both physical and spiritual, 
for he cleanses his person and then 
"makes medicine" to his Great Spirit. 
That the rite is religiously obs>ur\ed 
was shown by a baud of Brute Sioux 
ludiaus, who made a journey across 
the coutiiieut to the east and went into 
encampment in, to them, a strange 
laud. 


On their arrival, eveu before they 


raised their tepee poles, they erected a 
"medicine sweat" tent. The framework 
of this tent is of hoop poles so trained 
that it is about nine feet iu diameter, 
four feet high, flat topped aud almost 
circular in form. 


Just within the framework there is a 


bedding of straw about two feet wide, 
and in the center of the tent there is a 
•whole in the ground about three feet in 
diameter and three feet deep. 
There 


arc uo steam vents or pipes, no marble 
slabs, uo rubbers aud no sheets. When 
the Indian is ready for his "medicine 
sweat" a number of stones or rocks 
are heated to almost white heat and 
dumped into the bole in the ground. 
Then the red men. '20 or 25 of them, in 
a costume even scantier than Adam's 
aft'-r the fall, range themselves upon 
the straw. They sit mummy fashion, 
their chins on their knees aud their 
anus around their sbius. packed so 
close together that even if they would 
they could not move. 


When they are all ready, blankets, 


skins aud canvas are thrown over the 
framework until the tent is almost air- 
tight, two or three buckets of water 
are passed iu and thrown upon the hot 
stones and the "medicine sweat" be- 
gins. The moment the steam begins to 
rise the Indians begin a chant, which 
is kept up without interruption until 
the sweat is over. 
Packed together, 


enveloped in steam so thick that none 
can see Ins neighbor, the Indians sit, 
singing aud perspiring for an hour or 
more. 
Xot an Indian moves. 
He 


neither can uor wants to. 


At a signal from the chief or the 


medicine man a section of the tent is 
torn away, and with .1 heave and a 
whoop all the Irneks make pellmell for 
the v.-ater. A run and a jump, and in 
they so. It is just as much sport for 
the oldest warrior as for the boy who 
has not yet won his war bonuet. Once 
more oft land, the Indian, having per- 
formed a duty he owes to himself and 
bis neighbor, is read}' to "make medi- 
cine.'' This is always done after the 
"medicine sweat"—in fact it is part 
and parcel of the ceremony, for it is 
regarded as a ceremony. 


The Indian, clean in person and at 


this moment, before his communion 
'with the G"d of his fathers, supposed 
to be- equally cleau of miud and guile- 
less of soul, now proceeds to the high- 
est point of laml in the vicinity ot the 
camp, thus getting as uear to the 
Great Spirit as i I is possible to do while 
on earth. Ou the way he gathers up u 
little soil,' a stray leaf, some old tobacco 
quids, a dead fly or bug or two—in fact 
anything wLich may be deemed refuse, 
for he is about to convey to the Great 
Spirit that Le has cleansed his person 
and that all things unclean have gone 
from him. 


These things that he has gathered he 


places iu a piece of vrhite cloth, which 
ia turn is fastened to the end of a long 
stick. 
The other end of the stick is 


thrust into the ground at the top of the 
hill or knoll, aud the srood Indian has 
made medicine. Two clays seldom pass 
without the repetition of this cere- 
mony. It never varies. The scene may 
cban_sce. the Indian may wander to new 
lauds or be driven to them, but •where 
he is there also is his "medicine sweat" 
tent aud there he "makes medicine.'"— 
New York Times.

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POSTS IN PHILIPPINES 


Operating Expenses Increasing 


Faster Than Receipts. 


HEAVY COST OF TRANSPORTATION. 


Application of United States Postal 


Rates to the Islands Recommended. 
Purchase of Russian Reindeer—lie- 
opening of Western Military Schools. 
Dispatches From Washington. 
"Washington, Aug. 30.—The division 


of Insular affairs of the war depart- 
ment made public the annual report 
of M. C. Cotterman, director general 
of posts in the Philippine Islands. 
While the gross receipts during the 
fiscal year showed an increase PVT 
the ^receding year, the expenses in- 
creased to a considerably greater es- 
tent than the receipts. This apparent 
deficiency is explained by the state- 
ment that considerable amounts had 
to be expended during the past year 
for transportation through the coun- 
tries, the debt having passed over 
from the preceding year. The number 
of regular posts in the archipelago 
•was increased from 19 to 23. Mr. Cot- 
terman urges the application of Unit- 
ed States postage rates to the islands. 
He comments upon the irregularity of 
inter-island mail transportation and 
recommends that authority be given 
to" advertise for bids for a regular 
service to all important points in the 
islands, and that steamers awarded 
contracts be required by law to run 
on a set schedule.

WHAT IS IT? 


Mrs. 
Ball Finds a Green Worm in Her 


Garden Patch and Nobody Has 


Yet Named It. 


Mrs. Ball, who lives about three 


miles north of this city brought to the 
Advocate office Friday morning one of 
the queerest looking worms that has 
ever been seen in the vicinity. It is re- 
markable for its bright coloring and 
the symmetrical arrangement of the 
hues. Many people have examined it 
but none has been able as yet to name 
the specimen. Mrs. Ball says that she 
found the worm in her garden patch 
Thursday feeding on catnip and as she 
had never in her 75 years experience 
seen anything like it she concluded to 
bring the worm to town and ascertain 
if possible what it is. 


The worm is about an inch in length, 


cylindrical in form and about a third 
of an inch in diameter. The large pait 
of *he body is a bright green color 
but the head and tail and circular spot 
in the middle of the back are a rich 
brown, color. At each "corner" a pro- 
jection about a quarter of an inch long 
is seen having the appearance of a 
chestnut burr.
